An Extra. Session. 

ach day increases the probability of 
an extra session, to be called either in 
April or May; and the republican papers 
are very busily engaged in preparing the 
public mind for the event—for an event 
that the republicans of the last congress 
rendered desirable, and for which the 
republican party must stand responsi- 
ble to the country in spite of all the 
dust-throwing of the organs. The dust 
is in the form of alleged reasons for an 
extra session. It is claimed that the 
inter-oceanic canal business needs at- 
tentien. This is simply nonsense, ex- 
cept so far asthe private interests of 
Capitalist Grant and Lobbyist Eads are 
to be subserved. It is again claimed 
that the so-called southern question 
needs investigation, but it is very difli- 
cult to see why that question will not keep 
until December. It is also claimed that 
an apportidnment bill must be passed 
without delay; but nobody can make 
this claim appear consistent with the 
obstructive course of the republicans of 
the forty-sixth congress on this very 
question. All these reasons for an extra 
session are mere pretences ; for all these 
subjects can be acted on as well! in De- 
cember as they can in May. 

The real reasons that impel the repub- 
licans to desire an extra session are two- 
fold.” In the first place they desire to 
organize the house while they can com- 
mand a majority of it. They are appre- 
hensive of deaths and complications. 
They propose to have Mr. Morton with- 
hold his resignation until the house is 
organized; to fill Mr. Conger’s seat 
next month,. and to offset the 
Maine seat which is  controlied 
as to time by a greenbaosk governor, with 
the seatof Fernando Wood, which is in 
the hands of a republican governor. 
They can thus secure a bare majority of 
the house, but their majority is so slender 
that they do not care to trust to the acci- 
dents of time. * 

The real impelling reason however is 
thecondition of the public debt. They 
do not dare to face the music in the fall 
elections on their course relative to re- 
funding. They defeated the fanding bil! 
at. the dictation of a jot of bulldozing 
bankers and greedy capitalists, and they 
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“traced directly to the persistency with 
“which they adhere to the credit sys- 
“tem.” This suggestion, or argument, or 
whatever our correspondent may choose 
to call it, isa very unfortunate one for 
the position which be assumes. Why 
should the farmer adhere persistently to, 
the credit system? Our correspondent 
appears to assume that it is optional 
with the small planters and farmer, 
whether they shall adhere to the credit 
system or whether they shall buy their 
supplies for eash. But is this true’ 
Have the farmers any option at all 


in the matter? To our minds, the 
assimption that they have is as 
absurd as the attempt to regulate 


the price of loaas by law—and surely 
nothing can be more absurd than that. 
It is fair to assume that all individuals 
are provided with cash and can use it to 
suit their opportunities or their desires. 
The whole business of the farmer is, in a 
measure devoted to discounting the 
future, and the credit system, save in a 
condition of ideal prosperity, which never 
has and never will be reached by the 
agricultural community, is a necessary 
element thereof. But it is of no material 
difference to the point at issue, whether 
the credit system is right or wrong. 
When our correspondent states that the 
farmers “persistently” adhere to that 
system, he admits that the system is a 
fact and practically admits also that it is 
a necessity. A discussion as to whether 
it is right or wrong, can have no bearing 
on the position taken by Tuk ConstiTvuTION 
to the effect that the embarrassments of 
the small farmers are to be traced to the 
present usury law. If it be admitted 
that the farmers are compelled te em- 
ploy the credit system in carrying on 
their business, itis hardly necessary to 
go into any serious argument to show 
that the usury law which undertakes to 
regulate what the people shall pay for 
loans. The fact of the credit system 
being settled, it follows that those who 
depend upon it must either borrow 
money or obtain credit. The law, pro- 
ceeding upon the assumption that there 
is only one party to the transaction of 
lending money, dictates the amount of 
interest the lender shall receive. As- 
suming that the lender, by some. myste- 


ignorance and prejudice which make 
such a law possible were carried out, a 
man who has money to lend would be 
pilioried. The law makes no provision 
for the necessity of borrowers, and those 
who advocate such laws fail to perceive 
that if there were no borrowers there 
would be no lenders. Human ingenuity 
at its highest development would fail to 
fix arate of interest which would accom- 
modate itself to the necessities of bor- 
rowers. The terms “a high rate” or “a 
“low rate” of interest are relative merely. 
What would be an excessively high rate 
to a man not compelled to borrow, might 
be exceedingly low toone who can, by 
borrowing, prevent the sacrifice of his 
property. A. reasonable view of the 
question will suggest even to superficial 
minds, that this whole matter of lending 
and borrowing is altogether out of the 
province of wise legislation. 

A law preventing farmers or any other 
class from paying what money is really 
worth to them necessarily limits their 
ability to borrow, and they thus become 
the victims of the real usury, which 
exacts interest as high as one hundred 
and fifty per centum, as a compensation 
for the risks on time credits. Under 
these circumstances, any sagacious 
farmer would be glad to pay twelve or 
even fifteen per centnm for money and 
thereby escape the ruinous exactions of 
the credit system. We are not disposed, 
however, to make any elaborate com- 
plaint against the interest law. The 
people are responsible for it, and if its 
effects are in a measure disastrous, they 
have no one to hold responsible but 
thenselves.

| THAT DISTURBS OUR RAILROAD MEN. 


Prominent Oitisens and Morchants of Augusta 
Mainly Opposed to the Lease of the Georgia 
by the Gentral—-The Whole Ques- 
tion Discussed at Length. 


Augusta Chronicle. 

There is a settied inclination on (he part 
of prominent directors and intluential 
stockholders of the Georgia raiiroad, to 
favor the proposed lease by the Central. 
Conditions are being formulated, and the 
bi-month)y meeting of the directors in Apri 
may show just how favourably Mr. Wadiey's 
otter is viewed. 

Among stockholders in the city, however, 
and merchants generaliy, the lease is 
looked upon in a distrustful way. Com- 
paratively few, outside of those feeling in-

terested. have given the subject much 
thought: although most of our merchants 


are prompt in reaching the conclusion 
that the iease would be a bad thing for 


Augusta. On the other hand, there are 
gome who. on second thought, do not 
view the matter in an apprehensive light, 
and who do not exactly see how it can be 
to the interest of the Central railroad 
to injure this city. 

A Chronicle reporter mentioned the 
matter to several prominent merchants 
yesterday, first meeting on Cotton row, 
General M. A. Stovall. 

General Stovall unhesitatingly pronounc- 
hig regret at any such lease. He thought 
it would put Augusta in the new 
combination, asa secondary ,place—a way 
station—and that the business of the leased 
line would be worked entirely in the inter- 
est of Savannah, Augusta now is the ter- 
minus of an independent railway line, 
matters are aow adjusted interests 
and encouragement given 
Augusta. Were the Centra to 
Georgia, however, our benefits 
swallowed up in the overshado wing inter- 
est below. At present freight 1 ates can be

open discrimination against Augusta and 
in favor of Savannah, are there not hun- 
dreds of ways thatthe Central railroad 
management could throw their influence 
for their end of the line? What would their 
guarantee amount to? Wewill find after 


the lease is perfected, and it is too lateto 
retreat, that our handsare tiediu numerous 
ways. We will find it hard to get cars for 
Augusta’s business; the more important in- 
terest of Savannah would hayew. be first 
subserved. We cannot foresee ali the dis- 
advantages under which we would then 
labor. Who knows but that farmers along 
the Georgia railroad would be given special 
rates to ship their cotton right through 
Augusta to Bavannalhto be sold? In ail 
probability, too, the shops and oftices of the 

Geoigia railroad will be removed to Savan- 

nah.”’ 

General Stovall thought the outiook for 
Augusta, were the lease consummated, a 
very uppromising and displeasing one. It 
would but then remain for Augusta to com- 
plete the Augusta and Knoxville railroad 
through Rabun Gap, connect with the Cin- 
cinnati Seuthern’s branch at Maryville, 
and be independent of all Savannah monop 
olies. 

A prominent railroad official and mer- 
chant was hailed turther up town. He 
mentioned that the tendency of railroad 
lines : seemed to be to harden. and to consoli 
date to control business. At present, 

where sO many managements were to be 
served, there was a perpetual row among 
railroad men. As in all business, one bead 
audone mavagement could best decide 
and most easily agree with conrpeting 
routes. .Last year Nashville raised a tre- 
mendous howl over the “scoop” of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, by 
the Louisville and Nashvilie; but the 
matter bad blown over, and no complaint 
was now beard from the “rock ciiy’ about 
being merely a way station. 

Mr. Charles A. Doolittie, of Messrs. J. O 

Mathewson & Co, large western dealers in 
grain and produce, was next seen at his 

store. Mr. Doolittle said he bad not given 
the matter much consideration; but he did 
1 ot share in the general apprehension that 
the lease would inure £0 seriously to the 
disadvantage of the cityof Augusta. He 
did not apprehend any damage, for in 

sanoe, to his western freighta) Augusta 
commauds & great deal of trade of such a 
nature that canpot be taken away from her 
by Savannah. , A certain amount of pro 

duce must be Ship yped to Augusta to meet 
that trade, and if the Centra! controls the 
Georgia railroad it would be to the advan- 
tage of that road to give Augusta good rates. 
He could not see what object the Centra! 
road would have in injuring the city in this 
way. Mr. Doolittle thought the strength of 
the lease, and the controliing reason oi Mr. 

Wadley for wishing to perfect it, would be 

to control, for his sple sndid line of New York 
steamers, Augusia’s freight and shipments. 
Mr. Wadley was merely and legitimately 
competing against Charleston and Port 
Royal ha:bors, He thought Mr. Wadley’s 
interest would be to offer the best advan- 
tages to us to the north over his water line. 
He did not think that Augusta would bein 

jured by the lease. 

“The only thing,’ continued Mr. ,Doo 
little, “‘that would ipjare Augusta, in the 
event of the leace of the Georgia relirosd, 
would be the removal of the work shops to 
gome other point, but I do not think it 
would be the policy of the Centrai railroad 
to do it.” 

The Chronicle reporter next consulted 
younger members of the firms of George 
I. Jackson & Co., and of Messrs. John M. 
Clark’s Sons, both being large grain, flour 
and milling houses, and each one expressed 
himseif opposed to the spiritand probable 
effect of the lease, as discriminating against 
Augusta for Savannah. 

Messrs. W. H Crane and A. J Smith, of 
Smith, Hack & Co, were dead against any 

such lease. As merchants and as citizens 
of Augusta, they were bound to distrust the 
elfects of putting Augusta in the power of 
Savannah and under the contro] of the 
Central railroad. “We would soon become 
a way-statiou,”’ said they; ‘‘possibly Mr 
Wadiey might give us a little piatform like 
Bei zelia has, to load goods on his cars. if we 
ever had any to load,”’ 

The Chronicle man next sought out Mr 
Z McCord, whcse interests have always 
been for the cily of Augusta, and whose 
heart, as warmly and as consistently as any 
man within our corporate limits, beats for 
our future welfare and present prosperity. 

Mr. McCord said he thought any such 
lease of the Georgia railroad by the Central 
would be a bad thing for Augusta. 
It would be detrimental to every commer 
cial interest here. Mr. Wadley has tried 
azain and again to lease the Georgia rail 
road. If he finally succeeds, his object will 
naturally be to make every dollar out of 
ithecan. He will work for the interest of 
his own road and for Savannah Such a 
subordination of Augusta’s interest to those 
of the Central railroad and of S8a- 
vannah would be a death blow to our pros- 
perity, Wewould then have nothing to 
susiain us but our factories. We wou! 
tain no independence, we would enjoy few 
advantages. Augusta has been for a long 
time discriminated againt by the thee 4 
and Carolina roads centering here; now 
Lhat rates gre improving, of late years, over 
the Georgia railroad, it is proposed to shut

what will be its condition in five or ten 
years, or at the expiration of the lease? He 
will keep up tbe road, of course, strong

Talk of a lease of the Georgia road by the 
Cole s\stem wae freely agitated in some 
quarters, with aguaranieed dividend of 7 
per cent To this proposition eners! 

Alexander was knuwn to be opposed. and 
be was eustaived by his board of directois 
and influential stockholders” The “man- 
agement of the Georgia.road expressed 
thernselyes as frieadiy to Colonel Cole 
and favorable to his system, and 

verfectly willing to haul his western 
freight over the Georgia road, allowing him 
a favorable pro rata; but all overtures for a 
lease would have been discountenanced. 
Said a well kaowu railroad stockholder to 
the wrifer at that time, and we reproddce 
bis words from print: 

‘Some stockholders, indeed a few direc- 
tors, may fayor a lease; but a road which is 
continually improving its rolling stock and 
road bed, should not forfeit its independ 
ence and fall inte the hand of lessees.’’ At 
that time the Georgia railroad stock was 
barely paying six per cent dividend. Onall 
sides itgas agreed that ‘‘the Georgia rai! 
road wagdn a position to be independent.” 
Finally, however, Colonel Cole and our 
friend, Mr. Wadiey, who is nothing if not 
enterprising, made a brilliant cumpact, 
and a great transcontinental, northwest 
and southeastern combination was formed, 
by which the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, Western and Atlantic and Centra! 
railroads, of Georgia, all passed iato one 
management, Colonel Cole stipulating to 
pay the debts and dividends of Mr. res s 

company and stockholders. Phe -obje 
was to control western freights for the mort 
of Savannah; to give the exclusive hauling 
in Georgia to the State and Centra! 
railroads; and the supposed effect, if not 
the intended object of the lease, 
was to cut off the Georgia road 
from thus reviving western business. Im- 
mediately among the uninformed and ua- 
initiated a cry arose against General Alex 
ander and his admunistration. His own 
stockholders contended in mask and in 
print, that he had suffered Augusta to be 
cut off and his own line to be “‘left out in 
the cold’ In the meantime, Mr. Wadiey, 
who is always serene, wheiher he is leasing 
or being leased, uttered the following 
words, prophetic and significant, and whi ch 
should be read in Augusta just now: 

“It has always been my object to extend 
the Central railroad in order to grasp the 
profits to be derived from such extended 
lines. My idea is to secure for the stock- 
holders of the read a good dividend and to 
work for the benefit of Savannah.’ Mr. 
Wadley then said that the advantage and 
protection of the Central railroad were 
foremost with him, while the interests of 
Savannah were only secoud in consideration. 
Asa Central railroad man he could not 
have said otherwise, nor would this respon- 
sibility be jtessened by his road's getting 
control of Augusta and the Georgia railroad 
now. 

But even during the temporary existence 
of this Cole Wadley-Brown combination, 
the Georgia railroad did not suffer from 
being ‘‘out in cold.’’ Snch a line conld 
not be cut off by any such combination, Its 
business went smoothly along, heavily 
increasing every day, and its stock betrayed 
no signs Of weakness, when Central was 
scaling its hectic heights. And when the 
Cole-Wadley and Brown combination fell 
to pieces, and Mr. Wadley’s stock came 
likewise down, the Georgia railroad com- 

pany still stood in its dignified and inde, 
pendent position, its business increasing 
and its monthly showings continuiug 
fine. Prominent. directors then began to 
talk of the abs: urdity of ever leasing the 
road, contending that suclia proceeding z 
would forfeit theircharter. General Alex- 

ander also subsequently refused some such 
offer as the present one from Mr. Wadley. 

Such then is the record, and such some 
of the reasons why citizens of Augusta op- 
pose a Jease now and why large stockhold- 
ers Opposed it before. A road whose termi- 
hus commands four outlets tothe ocean 
cannnot afford tosellout toone manage- 
ment or to one seaport.

Death of Captain Octavius C. Hopkins 

In the Darien Gazette, of Saturday, we 
findthe following notice of thedeath of 
Captain Octavius C. Hopkins. Captain 
Hopkins was an uncle of Judge Jobn L 
Hopkins, of tbis city: 

It is our painful duty this week to chronicle the 
death of one of our oldest and mosi highly es- 
teemed citizens. On Saturday last at 4 p m , after 
an iliness of ten weeks, at his residence at Bais 
den’s Biuff, in this county, the same spot upon 
which he first saw the lightof day, Octavius Cawsar 
Hopkins died at the age of sixtystwo ycars. 
Ce ptain Hopkins, as we all here familiarly called 
him, was the youngest of the eight sons 
of General Fraucis Hopkins, who 
came to M: Lu tosh county from 
South Carolina in 1805, and wasofa family who 
have been amougst the makers of the hisiory of 
Georgia and the adjacent states. While the other 
sons weht outinto the world to pursue their 
varied callings, it fellto his lot—perhaps it was 
his cheice—to remain by the old homestead: and 
there in years past, by close atteution to buainess, 
he gathered around him those comforts which 
the affluence of the successful and wealthy plant 
er could s0 well affurd. There, wo, he 
dispenred a generous bospitality, and 
a higber and better trait evinced in 
the filial tenderness with which he cherished his 
widowed mother in her declinirg years until her 
death. To the older residents of the county,-to 
whom this traitin his character was traditional! 
(pot that the other sons were Wanting in : ffection 
or duty either) it seemed appropriate the other 
day, that he should be laid to rest in the family 
burying ground at Belville by the side of the 
mother, whom he had loved so well In 1861 
Captain Hopkins wes married to Elizabeth A., 
daughter of Reuben Kine. of Meclotosh county,
